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NEW ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


The Board of Trustees at its meeting of October 29, 
1937, created a new type of Endowment under the 
Membership Endowment Fund. By this action, all 
those who have qualified as Fellows for Life of the 
Museum by the contribution of $1,000 in cash, may, 
upon continuation of the contribution of $100 or 
more per annum, set up special funds in perpetuity, 
bearing their names, or as memorials, if this should 
be their wish. 

This is contingent upon the continued contribution 
of $100 or more per annum, a sum which will be added 
each year to the principal already given the Museum. 
Only the income from the funds so established may 
be used at the discretion of the Trustees.

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A CHINESE SACRIFICIAL WINE VESSEL 


A few months ago the Museum acquired a Chinese bronze wine 
vessel’ that is now on display in the room of recent accessions. 
Although it has just been returned from the Exhibition of 
Chinese Bronzes at the Metropolitan Museum in New York, 
it will remain here for only a short period before being dispatched 

to the Golden Gate International Exposition in San Francisco. 
It is in no sense disparaging to other Chinese bronzes to 
observe that one seldom encounters a bronze that is so pleasing 
to the eye. The grace and the strength of the outlines, the 
architectonic semblance of the flanges, and the excellence of the 
proportions can be seen in the photograph. Indeed, even some 
idea of the accomplished handling of the decorative motifs 
can be gained. What cannot be inferred is the extraordinary 
beauty of the patina, most of which is a soft turquoise blue, 
with accents of red and patches of green incrustation. Some of 
the red is patination, but much is a paste that probably served 
as a binder for inlay. 

The vase is of the type called sun (or ku), and was originally 
used as a sacrificial wine container. Certainly the ornamentation 
is symbolical, though what most of it symbolizes is not known. 
Starting in the basic register, there is a ’ao-f’ieh, or monster 
mask, with the usual lack of lower jaw, two clearly discernible 
eyes with brows, and two ears. The horns have been treated 
rather freely and look almost more like antlers. Flanking the 
mask are separate units that in some bronzes are attached to 
the #’ao-fieh and form part of its body. Here nothing remains 
of the main body except the claws, and even these are not 
discernible to the untrained eye. The whole flanking unit is 
composed of motifs known as feathered dragons.” 

In the central register are three bands, the upper and lower 
with birds and the middle with vertical ribs. 

At the base of the neck is a belt adorned with beaked dragons, 
and above this is a rising blade embellished with an inverted 
#’ao-fieh, whose body is suggested by the raised ornament 
between the mask and the tip of the blade. This raised orna- 
ment seems to be derived from another motif known as a 


vertical dragon.

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Professor Karlgren, of Sweden, after examining several 
hundreds of bronzes, was able to establish three groups of deco- 
rative elements, called A, B, and C, and to assert that whereas 
A and B elements occurred either alone or with C elements, 
they almost never were found together. In fact, out of one 
thousand and eighty bronzes examined, he found A and B 
elements in combination on only fourteen, of which seven con- 
tained A, B, and C elements.’ This makes the Cleveland tsun 
one of a very select few, as the bodied #’ao-#’ieh and vertical 
dragon are from group A, the vertical ribs from group B, and 
the bird, blade, beaked dragon, and feathered dragon, from

Although the bronze is said to have come from Anyang, 
capital of the Shang (or Yin) dynasty, it does not follow in- 
evitably that it was made in that period. On the whole, it is 
not only more conservative, but also more logical to date it 
stylistically on the basis of Professor Karlgren’s elaborate 
analyses, which would place it tentatively in the early Chou 
dynasty, 1122-950 B. c.” The inscription in the bottom is not 
much help in this respect. It reads: ¢so fu wu pao tsun i; and 
means: made this precious sacrificial vessel for Father Wu.

EXHIBITION OF MODERN GLASS AND TEXTILES 


Architectural forms of glass surprisingly heavy in weight, liquid 
clear in texture, unadorned or sharply faceted, and lightly 
blown figures or exquisitely engraved pieces of gossamer fineness 
show the heights which have been reached in the glass-making 
medium. Artists of note are working, side by side with skillful 
craftsmen, and as a result many unique pieces of glass, signed 
by not only the maker but the designer as well, hold an enviable 
place among the decorative arts of today. Color adds a jewel- 
like richness to the glass, and the sparkling quality of lucid 
crystal subtly instills into each piece an essence of amazing 
vitality. Space does not permit an enumeration of the outstand- 
ing objects displayed, but the exhibition as a whole portrays 
characteristics of some of the foremost international glass which 
has been produced during the years of the present century.

2 Unless a bronze can be dated by its inscription or by circumstances connected with its place 
of burial, any date applied to it is subject to correction. 
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The fabrics, with their color harmonies and long sweep of 
design, form an important part of the exhibit, emphasizing the 
beautiful glass. Interesting and contrasting hand-woven textiles 
are the product of four looms in the country, and looms of 
Sweden. Each loom has left its impress on its product. From the 
studio of Dorothy W. Liebes, of San Francisco, are sumptuous 
looped fabrics. Two abstract tapestries and a rug come from 
Mrs. Saarinen of Cranbrook Academy of Art. The Peri-Umafia 
looms of New York have contributed beautiful silver and white 
fabrics, a cream and white silk, and a woven cellophane. The 
Willich-Franke Studio of New York has sent lovely chenilles 
and silk fabrics. 

The printed fabrics, silk and linen, have come to us from a 
New York decorator, Dan Cooper, Inc., who has lent designs 
of English artists, and printed linens from his own designs. 

GERTRUDE UNDERHILL 


TWENTY OILS BY HENRI MATISSE 


For a quarter century, Henri Matisse has been one of the chief 
inspirational sources for contemporary painters. Among the 
group of twenty oils shown currently at the Museum are 
examples of his early style, compositions which reflect the sub- 
dued tonality and realism of his first painting. Of the period 
from 1905 through 1913, the Fauve period, there are three pic- 
tures with sharply contrasting colors and bold composition. 

Between 1913 and 1917 Matisse used stark subject matter 
and a linear design with strongly emphasized abstract patterns 
gained by accentuating outlines. 

After 1917 Matisse moved to Nice. The brightness of the 
Riviera affected Matisse’s painting, making it gay in color and 
lively in pattern. More recently the artist has again experi- 
mented with simplification of composition, but he has retained 
the richness of color found in his later work. HENRY S. FRANCIS
